der that ever ſtained the hand of Man. A cool, deliberate, 
ebncerted aflatlination ! Without a quarrel to provoke, with- 
out a paſſion to incite, without a motive to tempt yon, but 
the blackeſt that ever diſgraced human nature, — A willing= 
neſs to earn the wages of iniquity, the execrable wages of an 
hireling aſſaſſin. And how hardened, how determined the 
preparations you made for that bloody work! Day after day 
projecting the defign, till at laſt deliberately putting on the 
ruffian frock and black'nt d face you daringly entered the 
doors of the Deceaſed ; and in his own houſe murdered hint, 
moſt inh imanly murdered him, with every circumſtance of 
ſavage barbarity : yet he had never done the leaſt wrong to 
you, not the ſmalleſt provocation oroffence.
